Geneva, Jan. 27. 

The anxiety of the League 
Council tu avert a fresh conflagra- 
tion was emphusised at the secret 
mecting yesterday evening, when 
M. Boncour and Sir Eric Drum- 
mond and British, German and 
Italian delegates received the 
Japanese, and subsequently tho 
Chinese, delegate. 

M. Boncour dwelt {mpressively 
with the situation at Shanghai, | 
und the importance of preventing 
an extension of the conflict. Baron 
Sato was asked {o furnish the latest 
information on the subject, and he 
communicated aeveral telegrams 
showing a slight improvement, but 
emphasised that the headauarters 
of the anti-Japanese agitation was 
centred in Shanghai, 

He said that Japan was deter- 
mined to protect her interests, but 
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wns eqbally anxious to avoid an 
extension of the dispute, particu- 
Jarly interference with the in- 
terests of other Powers at Shang- 
hai; and declared that the Japaneso 
troops actually’ landed numbered 
barely o third of the British forces 
locally. 

M. Boncour asked whether Baron 
Sato was willing to make a rens- 
suring declaration ot a public 
meeting. 

Baron Sato continued that he 
had mado a statement of far- 
reaching extent at the public meet- 
ing on Monday, but had no objec- 
tion in principle to repeating these 
reassurances. 

M. Boncour emphasised that the 
Council did not intend investigat- 
ing the events prior to December 
10, which were covered by the 
previaus meeting, the Council be- 
«ng concerned chiefly with the 
Shanghai position. 

A private meeting of the Coun- 
cil, without the Chinese or Japanese 
delegates, will be convened at 4 
p.m. to-dnay.—Renter.
